Compensation Proposal Inadequate

Strong disappointment at the Austrian, Government’s latest offer to 
compensate Jewish victims of Nazism has been voiced by representatives 
of the World Council of Jews from Austria at a two-day conference here 


this week. 


The offer, made through the United States Government, 


provides for a lump sum payment of only 130,000,000 schillings ‘(about 
£1,800,000) in settlement of all Jewish claims. 
The Austrian authorities are in fact, prepared to pay compensation 


only for confiscated bank accounts, discriminatory- taxes imposed on the .

BORIS PASTERNAK 
REJECTS PRIZE

STOCKHOLM 

The Swedish Academy announced 
here on. Wednesday that Boris 
Pasternak, the Russian-Jewish author, 
had rejected the Nobel Prize for 
Literature. 

Dr. Anders -Oesterling, Permanent 
Secretary to the Swedish Academy, 
stated that he had received the follow- 
ing cable: “ Due to the significance 
attached to this award in the com- 
munity to which I. belong I must 
decline the undeserved prize awarded 


to me. Do not look upon my volun- 
tary. refusal with any ill will— 
Pasternak.” 


Dr. Joshua Lederberg, a 33-year- 
old geneticist from Wisconsin, U.S.A,, 
has been mentioned here as a possible 
Nobel Prize winner for Medicine. 


AWARD FOR SECOND 
SOVIET JEW 


Professor Igor Tamm, the Soviet- 
Jewish Academician, together with 
two other Russian scientists. has been 
awarded the Nobel Prize for Physics. 

The Prize was awarded for “ the 
discovery and interpretation of the 
Cherenkoy effect.” the immission of 
light waves by electrons moving at 
very high speeds. 

Professor Tamm delivered the main 
address at an All-Union Conference 
on Atomic Energy held in Moscow in 
April, 1955.

Other Claims 


The World Council found it 
impossible to accept the Austrian 
offer. The 18 delegates—they came 


from. Austria, Israel, Britain, and the 
United States—-voiced bitter dis- 
appointment at the limited range of 
compensation offered and emphasised 
that even if higher sum were 
offered, and accepted, this would not 
exclude the 
compensation claims to which the 
Austrian authorities have © hitherto 
turned’a deaf -ear.. Great stress was 
laid on the necessity of implementing 
other compensation measures. : 

It is understood that Mr, Seymour 
Rubin, of the American Sewish -Com- 
mittee, has been empowered to con- 
tinue negotiations with the Austrian 
Government to secure increased 
compensation and to leave the door 
open for further claims. 


Mr. Rubin is already in Vienna 
and the World Council hopes that the 
Austrian Government, which, through 
Herr Raab, the Chancellor, promised 
the United States that it would do its 
utmost to settle the problem, will 
agree to improve on its latest offer. 

The Council’s meeting. here was 
presided over by Dr. Emil Maurer, 
the President of the Union of 
Austrian Jewish Communities.

COMPROMISE IN

JERUSALEM 

Unless there is an unexpected hitch, 
the National Religious Party is likely 
to rejoin the Coalition Government 
next week, 

Talks that have taken place between 
the Premier, Mr. Ben-Gurion, and Mr. 
Moshe Shapiro have already shown a 
wide measure of agreement. But a 
number of problems have still to be 
solved. 

The National Religious Party (com- 
posed of Mizrachi and Hapoel

Hamizrachi) is claiming that Mr. Ben- 
Gurion has accepted its demand that 
there ‘should be a public announce- 
ment. by the Government rescinding 
its previous confirmation of the direc- 
tives issued by the Minister of the 
Interior, Mr. Bar-Yehuda. The direc- 
tives had stated that children of mixed 
marriages could be registered as 
Jews. The children will now have 
to adopt the Jewish religion before 
being described as Jews. 

A controversy which has arisen 
about a proposal to conscript yeshiva 
students for national service is com- 
plicating the negotiations. All the 
religious parties have been pressing 
Mr. Ben-Gurion to drop this proposal. 
Mr. Shapiro raised this matter during 
his discussions with Mr. Ben-Gurion. 
It is believed that this demand will be 
met by the Premier. 


_ It is claimed by the religious parties. 


that the total number of yeshiva 
students of military age is only 1,400, 
and not 4,000 or 5,000 as is claimed 
by the Israeli press. 

When the National Religious Party 
left the Coalition Government in June 
because of the dispute about “ Who is 
a Jew ?.” the Cabinet portfolios held 
by two of-its members—Mr. Shapiro 
and Dr. Joseph Burg—were taken over 
by the Premier.

HANGED 
OWN FATHER 
Gruesome Evidence at 

Koch’s Trial | 


NAZI ATROCITIES 
IN POLAND

WARSAW. 
Erich Koch, Hitler's wartime 
General Commissar for Eastern 


Poland and the Ukraine, continued 
dufing the second week of his trial 
before the Warsaw District Court to 
plead “not gutlty” to crimes against 
humanity. He also denied that he 
was responsible for the death of 
about 200,000 Jews in Eastern Poland 
and the Ukraine. 

Pleading that he was “all my life 
a Socialist’ and not a Nazi, Koch 
maintained that when he found out 
about the- deportation of Jews from 
Poland he ordered extra trains for 
them. This he did, he said, so that 
“they should at least be more 
comfortable.” 

In the official "indictment Koch is 
charged with causing the death of 
72.000 Poles and 160,000 Jews. But 
details of his crimes, as listed in 
Jewish files, show that under his rule 
many more thousands of Jews were 
sent to their death.

First and foremost among the 
historic achievements of the founders 
of the Great Synagogue was, said 
Dayan Lew, the provision of com- 
petent and authoritative halachic 
guidance in British Jewry. It was 
regrettable that it was not widely 


known in the community that from 


the position of the Rav of the Great 
Synagogue emerged, or rather 
evolved slowly, gradually, and without 
compulsion, clerical or lay, the office 
of the Chief Rabbi. 

Dayan Lew added that it could not 
be too often stressed that it was 
principally due to. that office that 
Judaism in this country presented a 
picture of a closely knit Kehilla. com- 
mitted to the traditions of the 
founders, adhering strictly to the 
canons of the Halacha, speaking with 
one voice on all fundamental, moral, 
and religious issues. 

Comparisons were unwelcome and 
perhaps disparaging, he said. But they 
were instructive. That another body 


of Jewry, numericaliy considerably 


larger and perhaps more vibrant and 
influential, lacked the cohesion and 
unitary character of Anglo-Jewry was, 
in his view, due to the fact that early 
in its history it failed to create 
a central ecclesiastical authority.

despondency, would disappear from 
their midst. |

turned and slowly descended, for the 
last time, from the pulpit of this 
famous synagogue.

~ A memorial prayer was offered up 
for the past rabbis and Chief Rabbis, 
chazanim, wardens, and Jay leaders 
of the synagogue. 

After the service a kiddush was 
given in the Ernst Schiff Memorial 
Hall (named after a former warden of 
the synagogue who died in 1931). The 
hall was made available for the occa- 
sion by the courtesy of the City Cor- 
poration. Dr. Feldman said that as the 
Sabbath was a day of rejoicing and 
peace he would not refer to any con- 


troversial matter which still persisted 


regarding the future of the congrega- 
tion. For the time being they were 


being transferred to Adler House, and | 


they would endeavour, as a_ united 
congregation, to retain their indi- 
viduality and independence and main- 
tain the “great traditions.” 

Dr. Feldman later told me that the 
Board of Management of the Syna- 
gogue had indicated that they would 
not be officially associated with the 
organisation of the service on Sun- 
day. For a number of reasons, which 
he preferred not to discuss, he himself 
did not attend that. service, 


SERMON OF THE WEEK 


THREE STRANGERS 


N our Sidra this week we read 
of the three strangers to whom 
Abraham gave hospitality. 

There is no hint that he knew who 
they were. The story hints that 
they were angels—messengers of 
God, but it does not say so. He 
entertained them. Who they were 
was of no account. 


What a lessagn is here for us all. 


It 1s not too much to say that. it 


was our father Abraham’ who 
founded Jewish hospitality. In the 
friendly welcome which this word 
means we Jews have, — indeed, 
learned the lesson. The Jewish 
sense of hospitality is famous the 
world over. The Jewish heart goes 
out to the stranger. Were we not 
taught that he should be to us as 
the home-born ? 


Over and above the more mysti- 
cal the secondary significance 
attached to the cup of wine, the 
extra cup, on the Seder table, and 
the custom of opening the door, 
there remains always the simple and 
eloquent reminder of the duty of 
hospitality. If we cannot love our 
neighbour as ourselves we can, and 
we do, bid him welcome. - 


IN a Sabbath address a Jewish 


preacher once spoke of a different 
kind of stranger: “ We are satisfied 
with the old way and are content 
to believe that everything new must 
be wrong, and sometimes we wil- 
fully shut the door against the 
intrusion of strangers, who, if we 
only could recognise them, are 
angels—in disguise.” To be able 
to recognise new thoughts, new 
ways, not only new men, he calls 
“the wider hospitality.” 

But there are some strangers that 
come to tell us not of new ideas 
or new ways, dut very old thoughts 
and ideals in a fresh guise. And 
that, after all, is the main purpose 
of education. For the great funda- 
mentals by which we live, the most 
precious aims and hopes of man, 
are none of them new. Three of 
these are, indeed, strangers when 
they ought to be familiars—accord- 


ing to the prophet Micah: justice, 


mercy, and humility. These were 
to him all that God _ required 
of man. 

Centuries later the rabbis tell us 
of the same three strangers in some- 
what different guise: “ They shall 


be all modest, merciful, and loving, 
for these are the qualities by which 
the Children of Israel are known.” 


MODESTY, mercy, and loving- 

kindness. Between them they 
include—not everything—but so 
much of those qualities to which 
we are Strangers. Micah, it happens, 
put humbleness last. The rabbis 
placed it first among the virtues. 
In their days, as in ours, it was 
the strangest of all. It visits us so 
seldom, and yet there is no law 
of God or of man without it. But 
it is so strange that we are almost 
uncomfortable in its presence, for 
it disarms all hostility, allays all 


suspicion, defeats all arrogance and 


pretence. 


Let us welcome all three, but this - 


one most especially. For it will 
bring us new strength, fresh con- 
fidence, and some visions of truth. 
If we can learn to walk humbly 
with our fellow-men, we may be 
the better able to walk humbly with 
God. The stranger will still be an 
angel, but no longer “ unawares.”

Modigliani Masterpiece 


wet would have been the feelings 

of Amadeo Modigliani, the 
Italian-born Jewish painter, had he 
been able «to attend the sale of 
modern art works in Amsterdam? At 
the sale last week one of Modigliani’s 
masterpieces, the portrait of Mme 
Lunia Czekowska, fetched £22,000, 
the highest sum ever paid for a work 
by a Jewish artist. Such are the 
ironies of fortune, for Modigliani, 
enfeebled by starvation and influenza, 
died in Paris at the early age of 36. 
On a number of occasions, reduced 
to dire poverty, he roamed around 
the cafés of Montparnasse, bartering 
his works for the price of a meal or 
a sheet of drawing-paper. A year 
before his death in 1920 Modigliani’s 
“The Peasant Boy,” purchased for 
£40, was bequeathed to the Tate Gal- 
lery. Incidentally, at the Amsterdam 


gale a painting by the Russian-borh 


Jewish artist Chaim Soutine, entitled 
“Portrait of a Lady,” fetched about 
£12,000. There was also a_ keen 
demand for the works of another 
Jewish artist, Marc Chagall, one of 
whose paintings was sold for £11,800.

A CENTENARY which occurred last 

Saturday, and which might not 
appear to have Jewish interest, is the 
birth of Thomas Eveson, for 26 years 
Inspector of Leman Street Police 
Station, Whitechapel. The death of 
this remarkable man in 1934 was 
deeply mourned by the whole of Lon- 
don Jewry, and in its August 3 issue 
of that year THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
devoted nearly a page to its obituary 
tribute. Mr. Eveson throughout his 
life was a devout Christian, but his 
interest in Judaism was intense. He 
spoke and wrote both Hebrew and 
Yiddish fluently, and was a scholar in 
Rabbinics. He acquired his know- 
ledge of these languages by shutting 
himself up in his room, when he was 
off duty, and studying without tutorial 
aid. At the time of the First World © 
War he was in charge of the Aliens’ 
Office in Commercial Street, E., and 
dispensed much kindness and charity 
to many passing through his office. 
Among the Jnspector’s most precious 
possessions were the mezuza, tallit, 
and tefillin, which he kept his 
house. He often carried the mezuza 
in his pocket. 


Harringay Memories

NEW CHAIR AT 
BAR 


Grant by U.S.A. ‘Congress

Through the grant of over £19,500 
by the United States Congress a 
Chair in American Studies has been 
established at the Bar Ilan University, 
near Tel Aviv. Rabbi Joseph Lock- 
stein, Chairman of the Academic 
Council of the University, has invited 
Professor George Cohen, who has 
accepted the invitation, to be the first 
occupant of the Chair. 

Professor Cohen, who. was _ in 
London last week on his way to 
Israel, told me that the newly created 
Chair in American Studies is, perhaps, 
the precursor of other and similar 
Chairs to be established at Bar Ilan. It 
is fitting that the first such Chair 
should be in American Studies, 
because the University itself is, 
admittedly, patterned along lines that 


are prevailingly American. 


While American literature had been 
included by the Bar Ilan University— 
there is at the present time an 
American Professor teaching the sub- 
ject under the Fulbright Scholarship 
—othér reflections of the American 
mind have not previously received 
systematic scrutiny at the University. 


American Culture 


“ Considering the short-term period 
of my appointment—three or four 
months—I believe I may prove most 
useful by dealing mainly with those 
phases of American culture with 
which I am most familiar. These are 
her educational institutions, her 
schools and universities, and especially 
the education of her teachers,” said 
Professor Cohen. 

“J am aware that if what I am to 
present about American education is 
to have any significance for Bar Ilan 
University, the background against 
which the ideas are projected must be 
the educational situation in Israel 
herself. 


“By a coincidence, therefore, I 
shall be in the position before I leave 
Israel to give such advice as the 
University may be receptive to in 
regard to the establishment of the 


Rabbi Israel Brodie Chair of Educa- 


tion and Administration.” 


During his stay in London Pro- 
fessor Cohen conferred with Rabbi 
M. Unterman, Joint Hon. Secretary of 
the Commitiee for the Israel] Brodie 
Chair—a tenth anniversary tribute to 
the Chief Rabbi.

With the withdrawal of British 
troops from Jordan, the Prime Minis- 
ter made clear in the Commons on 
Tuesday that Britain intended to 
adhere to her alliances in the Middle 
East. 


“We shall maintain all our. alliances 


and treaties in this area, including 
our membership of the Baghdad 
Pact,” he said., “ None of these is a 
threat to any Arab country.” 

Mr. MACMILLAN was speaking in the 
debate on the address in reply to the 
Queen’s Speech opening the new 
session of Parliament. 

He welcomed the resolution in the 
United Nations which invited the 
Secrétary-General to explore the 
possibilities of an Arab development 
institution. | 

“We would welcome an institution 


to promote economic co-operation: 


between the Arab countries and to 
help further economic growth in that 
region, and we hope the outcome of 
the Secretary-General’s consultations 
will be successful,” he said. 

Dealing with the decision to send 
British troops to Jordan, Mr. Mac- 
millan said that, in political terms, 


with the uncertainty of the situation, © 


it was undoubtedly hazardous, but, in 
terms of international morality and 
honour, it was clearly right. 

“ Yet with all the uncertainties and 
hazards and despite the opposition in 
the House—very little outside—the 
Operation turned out to be success- 
ful,” said the Prime Minister. 

“We have now had an emergency 
session of the United Nations, and a 
resolution which was brought forward 
by the Arab States themselves. 

“It remains to be seen how far. the 
States principally concerned will live 
up to the resolution.” 

The Queen’s Speech contained a 
reference to the Government's desire 

to ease tension in the Middle East. 

_It stated: “They will co-operate

with the United Nations and -the 
countries of the Middle East in any 
measures likely to relieve international 
tension in that troubled area and to 
take account of the needs and aspira- 
tions of its peoples.”

“curiously mild, subdued, and 
detached ” in view of what had taken 
place in the area, 

He thought it was a good thing 
that the Government were taking this 
rather subdued line, but, looking back 
on what had occurred, he could not 
help reflecting that it seemed 
extremely doubtful whether the inter- 
vention of last July achieved anything 
whatever. He would be a bold man 
who would claim that the internal 
security of Jordan was any greater. 

“| hope the Government are not 
going to try once again to base their 
Middle East policy on supporting cer- 
tain Arab States as against other Arab 
States,” said Mr. Gaitskell, | 

“| believe that policy, enshrined in 
the Baghdad Pact, has brought nothing 
but harm to our reputation, because, 
in trying to. back some Arab States 
against others, all that we do is to 
turn all of them against us.”

RACIAL PREJUDICE 
Mr. A. I. Polack’s Talk

“ Colour prejudice and antisemitism 
are both mental disorders,” said Mr. 
A. 1. Polack, of the Council of Chris- 


tians and Jews, addressing a General 


Zionist meeting at the Montmartre 
Café, Finchley Road, London, 
recenily, 

Mr. Polack said that prejudice was 
emotional irrationalism, which dis- 
placed logical thinking. “We all 
have it in us to distort mentally any- 
thing unfamiliar. People who have 
never met a Jew. or a coloured man 
will at the mention of either. of these 
automatically think of the worst 
element, a Shylock or a_ gangster 


rather than a Lord Samuel or-a Paul 


Robeson. 

“There are, too, the emotional 
factors to be considered in connec- 
tion with- actual colours. ‘* White’ 
commands an etheral ideal, whereas 
‘black’ has an evil ring.” 


Modern Phenomenon 


Quoting Dr. K. Little, who has 
written widely on the subject, Mr. 


Polack stated that colour prejudice . 


was a modern phenomenon. Only 
since coloured people went into 
Slavery had it been thought permis- 
sible to look down on them, 

He cited Israel as a multi-coloured 
State where there was considerable 
harmony. 

Mr. Polack believed 
Semitism was a social prejudice rather 
than a religious or a racial one, and 
in. consequence there was seldom any 
prejudice .directed against the “non- 
Jewish” Jew. 

It must be remembered, he said, 


that the Jews at first persecuted the - 


Christians, and that much ill-feeling 
springs, psychologically, from _ the 
Crucifixion story—although, of course, 
no good Christian would teach it to 
provoke antagonism, 

Mr. Polack and Professor. M. Gins- 
berg, who presided, agreed that isola- 


tion breeds contempt, and that, in 


theory, the best plan would be to have 
an assortment of races living in one 
Street instead of the ghetto-like exis- 
tence -that so many communities 
seemed to favour.

Obituary 


PROFESSOR JOSEPH KLAUSNER 


One of Jewry’s foremost historians 
and leading Hebraists, Professor 
Joseph Klausner, died on Monday in 
the Hadassah Hospital, Tel Aviv, at 
the age of 84. The body lay in state 
at the Hebrew University, Jerusalem, 
until the funeral on Wednesday. 

The cortége was followed to the 
cemetery on foot by President Ben- 
Zvi, Mr. Ben-Gurion, and other 
Cabinet Ministers, and members of 
the Jewish Agency Executive. The 
Knesset session was adjourned to 
enable members to attend the funeral 
and the streets of Jerusalem were 
closed to traffic. 

Dr. Klausner had, until 1949, been 
Professor of Modern Hebrew Litera-

- ture and of the History of the Second 


Temple at the Hebrew University. 

Joseph Klausner, who was born in 
Olkieniki, near Wilno, received his 
Jewish education at the Yeshiva of 
Odessa and his university education 
at Heidelberg, where he studied philo- 
sophy and Semitic languages and took 
his doctorate in 1902. : 

As a university student he was one 
of a group of delegates who (led by 
Professor Hermann Schapira, the 
initiator of the Jewish National Fund 
and pioneer of the Hebrew University 
movement) went from Heidelberg to 
attend the First Zionist Congress, held 
in Basle, in 1897. Writing about this 
Congress in a contribution to THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE sixty years later, 
he said that, of the 204 delegates, 
he was the only one left alive. 

Returning to Odessa in 1902 Dr. 
Klausner busily engaged himself, both 
as a writer and a member of the 
Chovevei Zion movement, which he 
had joined as a youth under Leo 
Pinsker’s leadership, in Zionist effort 
and in the revival of the Hebrew 
language. 

When, in 1902, Achad Ha’am gave 


up the editorship of HASHILOACH, the 
leading Hebrew monthly, Klausner, 
who had for some time been a con- 
tributor, became editor-—a post he 
filled with distinction until 1927, first 
in Odessa and then in Jerusalem. He 
paid his first visit to Palestine in 1915. 
From 1917 to 1919 he was Lecturer 
in the History of the Orient at the 
Odessa College of Higher Studies for 
Women and in 1919 Professor of the 
History of the Hellenistic Period at 
Odessa University. He went to Jeru- 
salem to settle permanently in 1919, 
and during his first years there was 
Lecturer in Jewish History at the 
Teachers’ Seminary. 

On the opening of the Hebrew 
University in 1925 Dr. Klausner was 
appointed Professor of Modern 
Hebrew Literature. For many years 
before the University became a reality 
he had been one of the leading 
enthusiasts supporting the project. 
For the Eleventh Zionist Congress in 
1913 he had prepared a detailed plan, 
which was thoroughly discussed, and 
as a result many contributors, includ- 
ing Baron Edmond de Rothschild, 
helped in the purchase on Mount 
Scopus of the site where the founda- 
tion-stone ceremony was held in 1918. 

Professor Klausner. was appointed 
to a second Chair—that of the His- 
tory of the Second Temple—in 1944, 
and he held his two Professorships 
until his retirement in 1949, when he 
was made Professor Emeritus. 

His. literary output was astonish- 
ingly big. Two large works were the 
* History of the Period of the Second 
Temple” (published in five volumes 
between 1948 and 1951), and the “ His- 
tory of Modern Hebrew Literature,” 
in six volumes (1930-1950). In 1922 
a book he wrote on the founder of 
Christianity from the Jewish point of 
view, “Jesus of Nazareth,’ roused a 
great deal of controversy. It was 
translated into many languages, as 
was also “From Jesus to Paul” 
(1939). 

He wrote, too, a large number of 
monographs and articles, many of 
them dealing with current social and 
political questions. For Professor 
Klausner was never quite content with 
being an aloof scholar. He was 
thrilled by the exploits. of Hagana. 


He expressed his support for political 


policies favoured by Jabotinsky, In 
1949 he allowed his name to be sub- 
mitted by the Cherut movement as a 
candidate for the Presidency of the 
State, but Dr. Weizmann, who was 
President of the Israeli 
Council, was elected, receiving 83 
votes, against the Cherut nominee’s 15. 

In 1947 the American Academy of 
Arts and Sciences elected Professor 
Klausner .an Honorary’ Foreign 
Member. 

His wife, who before their marriage 
in 1911 was Zipora Viernik, died 
in 1945,

MR. JACK MENDEL 


The death occurred in London last 
Saturday, at the age of 63, of Mr. 
Jack Mendel, who had been actively 


identified with many spheres of 
communal work. 
Mr. Mendel, who was born in 


London, was, in his vounger vears, a 
member of the Sinai League. of the 
Jewish Memorial Council. and on the 
Committee of the Great Garden Street 
Talmud Torah. But his greatest 
interest was in the Great Synagogue, 
Duke’s Place, and its Guild for Social 
which he was Hon.

RABBI S. FRIEDMANN 


Rabbi Shloime Friedmann, the 
Czortkower Rebbe, died in Tel Aviv 
on Wednesday at the age of 64.

If this situation 
persisted, there would come a time 
when minyan men would be needed 
for Shabbat services at synagogues. 

Mr. M. Harris said this was a 
question which worried local educa- 
tion committees. At Golders Green 
a coach collected and took home the 
children attending classes, and on 
weekdays tea and buns were provided. 
Nevertheless the attendance was only 
fair and not as good as jt ought to be 
on weekdays. “I tell parents that 
unless they give an undertaking that 
their children will attend at least one 
night a week in addition to Sundays, 
we are not prepared to take the child 
I have obtained 
promises from the parents,” he said. 

Young Jewish parents were being 
“ featherbedded,” Mr. Harris thought. 
He knew that to insist on children 
attending on weekdays would invite a 
boomerang, but he thought the Board 
ought to try such a scheme. 


Appeal to Parents 


Mr. J. Kitsberg asked: “ Are we to 
deprive our children of religious 
education if they can only come along 
on Sundays?” The Rev. I. Living- 
stone said that if refusing entry to 
those who only came on Sundays 
would lead to the danger that the 
children would stop away altogether, 
then the Board should think twice 
before any definite decision was made. 


“| fully agree that an appeal should 


be made to parents, but if the children 

do not come on weekdays they should 

not be removed from classes.” 
Everything, including the provision 


of tea, was being done at Mill Hill to” 


encourage the children to come on 
weekdays. But, said Mr. H. P. 
Goulden, it was a losing battle. This 
problem affected the smaller congre- 
gations in particular, He felt that the 
Board should give a lead. 

Mr. A. Fishman felt that the 
problem existed in North-West 
London only.

“ Sanctions ” Imposed 


Some time ago, the Rev. S. Gold 

said, his community found it 
necessary to impose “sanctions” to 
try and solve this problem. Parents 
told that unless their sons 
attended frequently then they could 
not be given “big Barmitzvahs.” It 
might, he said, be possible to impose 
such sanctions again. 
. As . Jews, said Dr. JI. Fishman, 
they could not refuse to allow any 
child to attend classes. “* We want to 
keep our children in the traditional 
field,’ he added. It needed hard 
work and pressure on parents by the 
local education committees. 

Mr. S. S. Levin commented on a 


suggestion that a special sub-commit- 


tee be set up to investigate this 
problem. He said that in the old days 
there was such a committee created to 
attend to the affairs of the Talmud 
Torahs and the Hebrew classes. But 
In February, 
there would be a conference of local 
education committees where the 
problem would be raised. That con- 
ference would give an opportunity of 
judging the strength of local commit- 
tees. The Board dare not say to any 
child * Thou shalt not come.” It was 
by moral persuasion and moral force 
that the problem might be overcome. 
Mr. Levin’ mentioned too the 
teacher-shortage problem and he 
warned his hearers that until there was 
an institution in the community 
capable of training 70 students a year, 
they would fail to provide the com- 
munity with the teachers it needed. 
In the report of the Education and 
Staffing Committee, its chairman, Dr. 
L. V. Snowman, congratulated the 
Board's Director of Education, Dr. 
Fishman, on his latest. book, “ Intro- 
duction to Judaism” (published by 
Vallentine, Mitchell). It was a book, 


he said, that was invaluable to both 


pupils and adults.

“CONFLICT OR 
PARTNERSHIP ” 


Choice Facing World 
Jewry 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“While the Israeli critics of 
the Zionist Movement speak with the 
voice of youth, the supporters of the 
World Zionist Organisation seem to 
speak with the voice of the aged.” 

Mr. Woolf Perry, the youngish 
Chairman of the British Zionist 
Federation—who said this on Mon- 
day—-saw in this disparity the “ funda- 
mental point of the parting of the 
ways” between the Zionist Movement 
and the Israeli leadership grouped 
around Mr. Ben-Gurion, “the 
youngest of them all.” 

He was speaking on “Conflict or 
Partnership—the Zionist Movement 
and the Jewish State.” This was the 
opening lecture in the new series of 
“Views on Jewish Topics,” organised 
by the Federation at Friends House 
in London. The views he expressed 
were, Mr. Perry said, “exclusively 
and completely” his own. 

While the leaders of Israel had 
been able to attract young people 


around themselves and to speak on 
behalf of the youth of Israel, the 


Zionist Movement, Mr. Perry 
asserted, had remained in the hands 
of the old generation. 


No New Ideas 


The Movement, he went on, had 


been unable to orientate its ideas and 
methods so as to attune them to the 
emergence of the Jewish State and to 
the great changes in Jewry after the 
war. This, he said, was particularly 
obvious in the United States, where 
financial contributions to Israel and 
political support on her behalf were 
mobilised as much, if not more, out- 
side the ranks of the Zionist Organisa- 
Since the American 
Zionists had not responded to the call 
for aliya the Israelis had begun to 
ask what it really was that a Zionist 
could offer more than any other 
Jewish well-wisher in the Diaspora. 

The trouble was, Mr. Perry said, 
that, to the Israelis, Diaspora Jewry 
really meant American Jewry, and 
they based their assessment of the 
whole Zionist Movement on events in 
the U.S.A. They thus overlooked that 
in Britain, for instance, all the 
economic, political, and communal 
activity on behalf of the Jewish 
State was overwhelmingly conducted 
through the Zionist Movement. 

But settlement in Israel, Mr. Perry 
continued, did not by itself make one 
into a Zionist. The Neturei Karta, 
the Israeli Communists, or the 
“ Canaanites”’ all lived in Israel, yet 
none of them was a Zionist. On the 
other hand, despite all that Mr. Ben- 
Gurion had said, Dr. N. Goldmann 
had, in the Diaspora, made a much 
greater contribution to Israel than he 
could ever have made if he lived in 
Israel, 

The ultimate objective of the 
Zionist Movement was, said Mr. 
Perry, to ensure the unity and con- 
tinuity of the Jewish people, bound 
together by common ideals and cul- 
ture with Israel as the focus. Acting 
‘in partnership, the Zionist Movement 
and the Jewish State could achieve 
that far-reaching goal; but any con- 
flict between them would delay its 
consummation. 

In order to establish that partner- 
ship both the Zionist Movement and 
the Israelis must adapt their attitudes 
to the new situation—the first by 
attuning itself to the existence and 
needs of the State, the latter by 
abandoning their wholesale negation 
of the Diaspora. | |

GENERAL ZIONISTS 
ATTACKED 


[COMMUNIGATED] 


If ever the General Zionists came 


to power in Israel they would have 
to spend a lot of time and money 
dispelling the lies they themselves had 
spread ‘in the Diaspora, said Mr. Abe 
Harman, head of the Jewish Agency’s 
Information Department, when he 
addressed Poale Zion Executive mem- 
bers in London last week. 

Mr. Harman said that Right-wing 
propaganda against the Histadrut had 
boomeranged, as the bogey of a 
danger to private capital in Israel had 
frightened away potential investors.

Art Notes 


MENINSKY’S 


In the wilderness of formlessness 
that is today’s fashion it is good to 
rest in the cultivated garden of signi- 
ficant’ form which the Meninsky 
exhibition is providing at the 
Adams Gallery till November 8. 


The exhibition consists entirely of 
oils (an ambition never realised in 
Meninsky’s lifetime), and most of 
them were painted in his last ten years, 
when he had absorbed Picasso’s 
classical period and added it to his 
Renaissance humanism to produce 
pastorals of a rare sensibility. These 
monumental seated figures (sitting -on 
nothing, but it does not seem to 


matter, so unanswerably they 
seated) have a timelessness that surely 


- looks forward as well as back. 


Since his last London exhibition 
Johanan Simon has spent a year in 
South ‘America, and the results are 
evident in his work at the O’Hana 
Gallery (till November 8). His 
moods are various and range from a 
stylistic near-abstract treatment of 
trees (like Menorah) and heavily out- 
lined rocks to humanistic and rather 
whimsical studies, of a man on a 
donkey, for instance, in which texture 
plays a greater part. There is poetry 
in “Spring in Galilee,” in which a

NATIONAL MUSEUM 
OF JERUSALEM 


Praised by Unesco

“ Apart from being the oldest and 
largest museum in Israel, the Bezalel 
National Museum of Jerusalem also 
has the distinction of being the only 
general art museum south of the 
Louvre,’ said Mr. Karl Katz, who 
has for the past two years acted as 
its Curator, addressing the~Friends of 
the Art. Museums of Israel, at the 
Ben Uri Art Gallery, W.1, on Tues- 
day. Dr. B. Stross, M.P., the Chair- 
man of the Friends, presided. 

Mr. Katz said that the Bezalel, 
which had been in existence 52 years, 
had recently been singled out by 
Unesco as one of the best of the 
world’s smaller museums. An article 
describing its work had also been 
commissioned for Museum, the 
official magazine of Unesco. 

Describmg the Bezalel as “a living 
museum,” Mr. Katz added that jt pos- 
sessed a definite educational policy 
and programme. Apart from sending 
travelling exhibitions to various parts 
of the country and arranging lectures 
at 1fs own premises, it was also try- 


ing to organise its own radio pro-— 


gramme, in conjunction with a firm 
of book publishers, 


Catering for Students 


When the Hebrew University set up 
its proposed Department of Fine Arts, 
the museum would also cater for the 
Students, placing its art library of 
27,000 volumes at their disposal, and 
Serving as a training-ground for those 
interested in museology. 

The chances were that the proposed 
new premises of the museum would 
become a reality during the next two 
years, went on Mr, Katz. Having 
applied to Unesco for an adviser on 
the construction of the new building, 
the Bezalel had been offered the 
assistance of Signor Franco Minnissi, 
of Rome. A competition for an idea 
——not a specialised plan—would soon 
be launched in Israel. The winner 
would be invited to work with 
Minnissi on the design for the new 
premises, 

A complete catalogue of the 
museum was now, for the first time, 
being compiled, said Mr. Katz.° It 
that the collection 
included about 35,000 graphic sheets, 
2,000 drawings, 800 paintings, and 
20,000 coins, as well as pottery, tex- 
tiles, and manuscripts, a large collec- 
tion of primitive art, and what was 
probably the most extensive collec- 
tion of Jewish ceremonial art in the 
world. However, the museum did not 
contain a single Egyptian antiquity, 
nor did it possess any French or 
Italian paintings. 

Mr. Katz appealed to the Friends 
to help to fill the gaps which the 
limited finances of the museum couJd 
do little about.

SHECHITA BOARD’S 
INVESTMENT 


Expenditure of £50 a Week

The London Board for Shechita is 
expending some £50 a week on the 
mortgage interest on its Aldgate High 
Street investment—a building erected 
about a year ago by the Board for 
letting as offices—Mr, J. Brenner, the 
Secretary, told me.

RUSSIAN JEWRY’S 
INFLUENCE 


Work of Haskalah 
Movement

Factors which had influenced the 
lives of Jews throughout the world 
had been shaped by the history of the 
Jews in Russia in the nineteenth 
century, said Mr. David Patterson 
(Cowley Lecturer in. Post-Biblical 
Hebrew, Oxford University) giving 
the first lecture in the seminar on 
Russian Jewry—arranged by the 
Society for Jewish Study—at the 
Communal Hall of the Hampstead 
Synagogue, N.W.6, last week. The 
subject of his lecture was “ Has- 


kalah: The Struggle for Emancipa- 


tion and Reintegration.” 
The whole history of the Jews in 


Russia in the nineteenth century, said 


Mr. Patterson, was dominated by 
three things. In the first place, there 
was an enormous increase in Jewish 
population. In 1800 the Jews in 
Russia, incorporated from Poland, 


numbered 1,000,000 and by 1900 they 


numbered 6,000,000. 


The second factor, he said, which 


was of no less importance, was the 
attitude of the Russian Government 
towards the Jews during this time. 
The nineteenth century spelled for 
Russian politics a period of intense 
nationalism when the whole domina- 


ting thought of the ruling class there 
was “russification.” .The policy of 
the Russian Government throughout 


this period was primarily aimed at 
“ russifying ” the Jews, sometimes by 


bribery, sometimes by oppression. 


The third factor was a movement 


which was called “ Enlightenment ” 


(Haskalah), the. desire of the Jew to 
catch up with the ideas of the 
Western world. 


Spreading Enlightenment 


Wandering scholars from Eastern 
Europe left their towns and villages 
for Berlin and other great centres in 


Germany, there to imbibe these new 


seeds of enlightenment, to learn the 
new cultures of the Western world 
and then to bring them back to their 
own centres in Eastern Europe. When 
they returned they lived as isolated 
individuals in their towns and 
villages, trying to spread among the 
Jewish youth these new ideas which 
they had learnt in the West. They did 
so in the face of the bitter opposition 
of the great majority of the Orthodox 
Jews among whom they lived. 

The first Maskilim (enlighteners) 
who found their way back from 
Germany to Russia, worked in 
secrecy and by stealth, very often only 
One in a town, very often ostracised 
and cut off from all contact, except 
with a small group of young 
disciples. 

Now, said Mr. Patterson, just 100 
years later, they were faced with 
exactly the opposite task of that which 
faced the early enlighteners. Whereas 
they had then tried to inculcate the 
idea that on a completely Jewish edu- 
cation there should be grafted at least 
some elements of secular knowledge, 
today they had to try to integrate a 
few elements of Hebrew knowledge 
into secular education. |

is worth more than two million 
pounds. 

But there is another consideration 
——that the Jews in Poland should 
Know that Jews elsewhere, in Britain 
and not only in America, think of 
them and are helping them. It 
makes them feel less isolated and 
alone. Shortly before I went to 
Poland the Chairman of the Jewish 
Committee in Dzierzoniow wrote to 
the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund, 
which is responsible for the feeding 
of the children in the Jewish schools. 
there: “It is a joy to us that there 
in England who are 
interested in the small towns. in 
Poland. Maybe some of you once 
trod the streets of Dzierzoniow. 


Polish Jewish Refugee Fund in Lon- 


don, which was created by the 
Federation of Jewish Relief Organi- 
sations in 1940, specifically for the 
relief of Polish Jews during the 
war, worked in the past in associa- 
tion with the “Joint.” When the

restarted the former co-operation 
was re-established. “ The Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee welcomes,” it 
wrote to the Polish Jewish Refugee 
Fund, “the renewed co-operation 
with your organisation in bringing 
relief to the Jews in Poland.” That 
co-operation with the “Joint” 
existed before the Fund was formed, 
in the ‘twenties and ‘thirties, when 
Polish Jewry was numerically and 
spiritually still a great factor in 
world Jewry, but suffered terribly 
from antisemitism and poverty.

There are thousands of. Jews in

They have submerged, 
or are trying to submerge, in Polish 
life. Of course there are cowards 
and renegades among Jews; there 
were even Jewish collaborators with 
the Nazis.

I have 
brought hundreds of human-docu- 
ment stories, memories of people 
who have had terrible experiences 
and deserve help. 


Among the responsibilities the 
Fund has undertaken is help for the 
Jewish Home for the Aged in Lodz, 
the only one there is in Poland. [| 
visited jit several times. They are 
not only old. people there ; there are 
also cripples and epileptics and‘the 
mentally deficient. It left a terrible 
impression On me. 
enough facilities in Poland for 
such institutions... When we first 
interested ourselves in the Home we 
received a letter from the Gabbai 
of the shool there—they had no 
talletim, siddurim, machsorim, not 
even a mezuza. When one of the 
old people died there was no tallit 
to bury him in. The furnishings 
are primitive. 
experiences these people went 
through harrowed me. I met people 
there prematurely old, younger than 
I am. They have a small library 
and a radio. But they need so 
much more. 


The Fund has also undertaken 
responsibility for feeding some of 
the children in the schools, and is 
providing sewing machines for 
wives of repatriates to work at 
home.

NAZI “SPORTS” AT DEATH CAMP WEIZMANN INSTITUTE

BONN 

Gustav Sorge who, with Wilhelm 
Schubert, is on trial here accused of 
the murder of 10,800 Russian 
prisoners and other inmates at 
Sachsenhausen, told the court last 
week of the “sports” sessions 
organised by the S.S. officers in 


charge of the camp. 


The “sports,” of which, he said, 
the Jews were usually the victims, 
consisted of running, jumping, hop- 
ping, and rolling on the ground at 
the behest of the camp authorities. 
Sorge said that he recalled 500 Jews, 
out of a group of 2,000, dying 


- through exhaustion after being forced 
— to do this kind of “ sport.” 


Sorge also told the court that the 
S.S. officers at the camp had done a 
kind of “cost accounting” of the 

isoners. Six marks per week had 

en considered sufficient to keep an 
inmate alive. About sixty pfennigs 
(one shilling) had been expended for 
food daily for each prisoner. The 
average survival period per prisoner 
was estimated to be nine months. 
It was calculated that 200 marks 
could be made out of what was 
termed the “rational use” of the 
corpse—hair, fat, gold teeth, etc. 

Schubert declared himself to be 
completely innocent of the charges 
and asserted that his “comrade” 
Sorge did not know what he was 
talking about. All the books on con- 
centration camps written after 1945, 


‘represented part of 


Schubert declared, were untrue and 
a large-scale 
political propaganda against the 
German people and the German army. 

Asked why his co-defendant had 
been nicknamed “ Pistol Schubert,” 


- Sorge stated that Schubert had often 


gone round the camp shooting and 
killing wildly and for no apparent 
reason. 

One of the witnesses, Mr. Ballhorn, 
a survivor of the camp, stated that 
if a prisoner had been called to 
report to Sorge it had usually been 
considered as “a half death sen- 
tence.” Schubert, he declared, had 
never behaved like a normal human 
being but rather like a monster or 
devil obsessed by a beastly urge to 
torture and kill as many prisoners as 
he could lay hands on. 

Another witness, Herr Harry 
Naujox, a former German Minister 


‘of State, said that Sorge had been a 


fanatical. Nazi. 

According to informed circles here, 
the local Soviet Embassy has stated 
that the Soviet legal authorities are 
ready to hand over the complete files 
on the trial of Sorge and Schubert by 
a Soviet court after the war, as soon 
as a request for this has been 
received from the West German legal 
authorities,

RUSSIA’S TREATMEN

Policy of “ Political 
Expediency ”

NEW ORLEANS 

The Soviet Government maintains 
a “deliberate. policy of cruel sup- 
pression ” against all minority groups, 
it wis stated in a report to the con- 
ference of the American Jewish 
Committee here on Sunday. 

The report, said to be based on 
first-hand information, described 
temporary relaxations in the sup- 
ression of minority groups in the 
Soviet Union as “ tactical manceuvres” 
to serve domestic interests and to 
further expansionist foreign policy. 
“ Thus,” the report stated, “ the Soviet 
Government has returned many con- 
fiscated mosques to its Moslem com- 
munities, and the construction of new 
Greek Orthodox churches and 
seminaries is allowed. At the same 
time, however, Jewish communities 
are suffering strong official discrimina- 
tion in their economic, social, and 
religious life.” 

The report added: “The Soviet 
attitude towards religious groups is 
essentially dictated by political 
expediency and is subject to change 
at any moment, Currently, owin 
to their desire to woo the Ara 
nations, the Russian Government 
undoubtedly considers it advan- 
tageous to wage a consistent pro- 
gramme of discrimination against

APPEAL TO ‘GERMAN LAWYERS

BAD BOLL, GERMANY 

The investigation of Nazi crimes 
and the trial of all persons responsible 
for them is one of the most 
important tasks facing the West Ger- 
man legal authorities today, Dr. Max 
Guede, the Federal  Attorney- 
General, told a meeting of German 
jurists here last week. 


He stressed that it was the moral 
obligation of the entire German 
people, and especially of German 
jurists, to investigate the crimes com- 
mitted during the Nazi régime and to 
punish all their fellow citizens who 
were responsible for them. 

It was intolerable, Dr. Guede said, 
that Nazi criminals should be allowed 
to go about free of punishment and 
to live among the German people as 
full citizens with all rights and social 
advantages. German judges and 
attorneys all had a common moral 
guilt for the events of the Nazi 
Reich, just as all circles and classes 
of the German people bore a com- 
mon responsibility and guilt in con- 
nection with the Nazi period. 

The East German Committee for 
German Unity has compiled a list of 
about 200 leading West German 


jurists who were military and special 


‘war criminals to the 


judges during the Nazi régime. At a 
press conference in Berlin last week 
Herr Albert Norden, the Secretary 
of the Committee, declared that as 
a result of incomplete investigations 
it had been found that about 600 
former Nazi jurists were now occupy- 
ing influential positions in West 
German legal life. About 450 of 
the jurists had been judges at Nazi 
People’s Courts and 150 had been 
military judges. 

Herr Norden went on to assert that 
at least eleven former Nazi judges 
were now judges of the Federal 
German Supreme Court. ‘ 

The Committee of Former Danish 
Prisoners of the Nazi Régime and 
Resistance Fighters, in a note to the 
West German Ambassador in Den- 
mark, has expressed indignation that 
the former Nazi Supreme Military

A JEW’S “SADDEST 
JOURNEY ” 


Visiting Poland Today 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A trip to Poland at the present time 
was one of the saddest journeys any 
Jew could possibly undertake, said 
Mr. Harold Soref, when he gave his 
impressions of his own recent visit to 
that country to a “ living newspaper ”’ 
organised by the Younger Members’ 
Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion at the Ben Uri Art Gallery, 14, 
Portman Street, W.1, on Monday. 

Although, from the political view- 
point, the ‘situation of the Jewish 


community in Poland was somewhat. 


more favourable than in other East 
European countries, comparisons with 
the past were inevitably distressing. 
Poland, which had once been a 
natural reservoir of Yiddishkeit 


and Jewish learning, the cradle of 


European Jewry and the home of 
3,500,000 Jews, could today claim a 
Jewish population of not more than 
45,000, though repatriations from 
Russia were gradually adding to this 
number. Assimilation had taken place 


to an extraordinary degree. 


Virulent Antisemitism 


It could be said that any retention 
of Jewish identity was mainly due to 
the virulent antisemitism rife in 
Poland today. The land which had 
once been a centre of feligious learn- 
ing no longer possessed a_ single 
yeshiva, and could boast only one 
rabbi, whose duties took him from 
community to community. Although 
a number of Jewish schools did exist, 
they taught nothing of Jewish history 
and culture, and differed only from 
the Polish schools in that Yiddish was 
the Janguage of instruction. 

On visiting Jewish homes for the 
aged and incurable Mr. Soref had 
been saddened by the pathos and 
hopelessness of the inmates, and by 
the eagerness with which they had 
greeted him almost as a visitor from 
another world. Many of them had 
pleaded. with him to communicate 
with their relatives in England. Upon 
his. return he had written but had not 
received a single reply. 

Other contributors to the “living 
newspaper” were Mr. Y. Erel of the 
Jewish Agency, and Mr. Arnold 
Mr. Charles Spencer _pre- 
sided.

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THE “GREAT” 


THE obsequies over the Duke’s 
Place Synagogue which were com- 
pleted on Sunday were obviously 
moving to the congregation—rela- 
tively small in numbers, as_ the 
temporary building does. not hold 
many _people—which gathered 
officially on that historic site for 
the last time. It would be idle to 
suggest that the disappearance of 
this synagogue has caused more 
than a flicker of emotion among 
most of the Jews of London. The 
Honorary Officers of the United 
Synagogue (who, ironically enough, 
stood forth as the chief mourners 
on Sunday) had set their minds on 


‘the removal of the- Great Syna- 


gogue from-its ancient site. The 
opposition, though persistent, was 
numerically insignificant. Had it 
been able or willing to back with 
money the sentiment for the past 
which it was voicing it could have 
barred the closure, since the Con- 
stitution of the United Synagogue 


Jays down that a synagogue which 


is not in deficit cannot be closed 


by the Council against its own 


wishes. Cash backing is not the 
ineluctable measuring rod of senti- 
many great causes have 
triuniphed through the sweat and 
toil of humble enthusiasts. Where, 
however, among men of substance 
there is no evidence of a disposition 


“to back their cause with material 


support, the outside world must 


_ conclude that their enthusiasm has 


a touch of unreality. | 


This is borne out by the limited 
feeling aroused by the procedings 
of last week-end. In origin the 
Great Synagogue was a place of 
worship planted near the homes of 


_ its members, very much like the 


synagogues of London suburbs 
today. As its members prospered 
the synagogue increased in dignity, 
and the active interest of the 
Rothschilds, then at the height of 
their wealth and influence, and 
other great families of the com- 
munity sustained the primacy of 
the Great Synagogue even though 
the City of London ceased to be 
a fashionable residential area ; 


ater the presence in the East End 
of a large and religiously observant | 


Jewish population gave it a fresh 
raison .d’étre. Moreover, the world 
was then a stiller and quieter place, 
and although old ways inevitably 
relaxed their grip the process was 
a gradual one. 


The world war which brought the 
Great Synagogue building down in 
ruins also destroyed the little 
world of which it was a part. To 
have rebuilt on the basis of the 
past, it being made clear that the 
past was a springboard from which 
the problems of present-day Jewish 
life would be tackled, might have 
been possible—and might still be 
possible from the new habitation 
of the Great Synagogue in Adler 
House. Merely to attempt to 
re-create the past has the appear- 
ance of an elusive dream. 


This should be emphasised, 
because if the past cannot be 
re-created in Duke’s Place it cannot 
be re-created in Marble Arch either. 
‘There is something of an obsession 


in United Synagogue quarters with 


the idea of establishing. a 
“ cathedral” synagogue in Marble 
Arch, thereby reviving the tradi- 
tions of Duke's Place. There are 
many aspects of the scheme on 
which judgment must be reserved. 
What its protagonists must remem- 
ber is that the social milieu is 
entirely different from that in 
which the Great Synagogue 
flourished. When the first Lord 
Roihschild was President of the 
United Synagogue (and warden of 


the “Great”) he could describe 


himself, without fear of dispute, as 
“the lay head of all the Jews of 
England.” His successors do not 


- wear or claim such a mantle, and 


have no purpose of erecting a 
“cathedral” svnagogue to set off 
their dignity as leaders of the 


_ United Synagogue. Today we must 


think of the synagogue as a place 
of worship, a centre for religious 
education at all levels, and a power- 
house of social activity. An 


edifice merely for state occasions, 


whether in Duke’s Place or Marble 


Arch, would be a luxury we cannot 
afford. 


SHECHITA BOARD 


DISQUIET is being expressed in 
the London Jewish community 
regarding the: proposed increase in 
shechita fees and the price of meat. 
Rightly or wrongly, confidence in 
the Board of Shechita is being 
undermined. The President at the 
recent meeting of the Board 
reported a large deficit and con- 
fessed their inability to help the 
Kosher School-Meals Service and 
religious education. There is a 


grave danger that younger members 


of the Orthodox community and 
others who, though not professing 
full Orthodoxy, still keep kosher 
homes, will drift into trefa shops 
as a reaction to their Sense of 
grievance at higher meat prices. 


The Shechita Board may justly 
claim that circumstances outside 
its control, primarily a meat strike 
and the rising prices generally, have 
created its difficulties. Nevertheless 
there is the fear that a good deal 
of the fault may lie with the Board 
itself. The President in his report 
at the recent meeting stated that 
“the Aldgate High Street invest- 
ment has so far proved a disap- 
pointment and we are confronted 
with an expenditure of some £50 
per week on mortgage interest.” 
This is a matter little known to the 
community,’ and the question will 
now ‘be asked whether it was wise 


to embark on the risks of private 


enterprise by erecting a building on 
the Board’s site in Aldgate. To do 
so, it seems that the Board has had 
to apply a good part of its own 
reserves of over £50,000, with some 
loss on the selling of stocks, and 
the balance-sheet, we understand, 
also shows that some £45,000 has. 


_ been borrowed from its superannu- 


ation funds. No doubt all this will 
account for the loss of £50 per 
week referred to by the President. 


The community is entitled to know 


-about these things, and the fear is 


bound to arise that the increase in 
shechita fees is not to cover a tem- 
porary difficulty but to help to make 
good losses of capital and interest 
arising fromthe investment. It would 
seem that the real purpose of the 
Board’s nest-egg was its application 
to three main purposes: as a 
cushion against rising shechita fees, 
as a reserve for new equipment, 
and to make provision for the 
religious purposes of the commu- 
nity. It is appropriate that mention 
should be made of other matters 
of concern. Is it true, as is com- 
monly said, that the Board is over- 
staffed ? If so, what is being done 
to restrict new entrants with a 
view to “thinning out’? Nor can 
it be overlooked that for some time 
the London Board has been a loser 
as a result of shechita carried on 
for it in Birkenhead. 

The preservation of kashrut in 
the community is too serious a 
matter to be passed over lightly. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
Board will lose no time in under- 
taking the necessary steps to restore 
the confidence of the community, 
which, because it so fully appre- 


~ clates the burdens borne by the 


honorary officers as well as the 
staff, would wish to be reassured. 


FRIENDS OF THE COLLEGE 


AT last week’s meeting of the 
Council of Jews’ College it was 
decided to establish a new and 
important organisation which seems 
destined to prove of immense bene- 
fit to the College. This organisa- 
tion bears the simple yet expressive 
title of Friends of Jews’ College and 
it has tremendous possibilities of 
useful service. It is well known, 
of course, that a great number of 
cultural and educational organisa- 
tions Israel—including, for 
example, the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem and the Haifa Technion 
—have their organised bodies of 
enthusiastic supporters this 
country. If these bodies can work 
so magnificently for Israeli institu- 
tions, then assuredly room must 
also exist for a like body to be 
equally active on behalf of an 


institution so vital to Anglo-Jewry — 


as Jews’ College, Founded in 1855, 
the College is now one of the oldest 
of our communal institutions with 
an altogether unique record of 
religious and educational influence 
upon British Jewry at home and 
overseas. Perhaps the splendid 
work of this venerable institution 
is sometimes too much taken for 
granted. This attitude of compla- 
cency on the part of the general 
public is unfortunate, however, as 
the College itself is very far from 


being content to rest on_ its 
laurels. With the coming of its 
centenary, the College authorities 
rightly recognised that it must be 
assured of a future no less glorious 
than its past. Under the devoted 
leadership of the Chief Rabbi as its 
President, the Council embarked on 
a grand venture of faith in securing 


the removal of the College to its 


splendid new building in Montagu 
Place. Here the College will be 
able to develop and expand its 
work in accordance with contem- 
porary demands, provided only it 
can be assured of the practical sup- 
port and co-operation of all discern- 
ing members of the community. 
Through the medium of the 
Friends—who will be. represented 
on the College Council and be 
closely associated with the varied 
activities of the College—the latent 
good will of the community should 
find expression in positive and 
creative endeavour for the advance- 
ment of the institution upon which 
the future of traditional Judaism in 
Britain and the Commonwealth so 
largely depends. The endowment 
by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of a 
bay in the College library is but 
one example of the numerous 
practical ways in which the College 
can be assisted. and we feel certain 
that the Friends will provide many 
further opportunities for indi- 
viduals and groups to co-operate 
in the work of the College. 


PROFESSOR KLAUSNER 


OF the various pangs of emotion 
which fill the mind at the news of 
the death of Joseph Klausner, what 
will be felt most strongly is the 


sundering of the last thread of the 
cord which bound the living Jewish 


world with the great Congress 
which, at the call of Theodor 
Herzl, assembled at Basle in 1897. 
With his death none remains of 
the visionaries who then laid the 
foundations of the Zionist Organi- 
sation and the State of Israel. 
Joseph Klausner was one of a 
select band who had the privilege 
of seeing the whole process by 
which the vision was transformed 
into a reality and of participating 
in the labour which brought that 
result. His fame will endure, how- 
ever, less as a leader of the Zionist 
Movement than as a Jewish scholar. 
But his contributions to scholarship, 


numerous, solid, and many-sided, 


were inspired by the spirit of the 
Zionist, and they are only one 
example of the extraordinary burst 
of intellectual energy which 
animated the children of © the 
Russian Ghetto during the _ last 
century. Klausner’s death reminds 
us also of the brotherhood of 
scholarship which compassed the 
greater part of Europe. In his 
case it united Odessa with Heidel- 
berg, the Chibat Zion of Russia 
with the Wissenschaft des Juden- 
thums of Germany. Ii knew no 
frontiers, it defied hostile Govern- 
ments, and it overcame individual 
privation. His life reminds us too 
of the spiritual void left by the 
cutting off of East European Jewry, 
and implicitly chides the West on 
the paucity of its intellectual life 
amid material conditions far more 
favourable than. the old Jewish 
scholars could have dreamed of. 


The 100 Pears Ago 


The following is an extract: from

There was, however, no. charity 
which courted publicity more than 
theirs, and although few of the 
donors were present, he had yet 
the satisfaction of knowing that the 
proceedings of the meeting this day

Thanks having then been voted to 
- the chair and the Jewish press, the 
meeting resolved itself into a 
special committee for the dispatch 
of business, not coming within the 
province of our report. 


To the Editor of Tue JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Once again kosher meat prices 
are in the news, and by the look of 
things will stay there some time. The 
general situation of the English beef 
trade js going to be serious for at least 
two to three vears: This has arisen 
because of world shortages and an 
increase in . world consumption. 
Kosher forequarter meat prices are 
controlled by the live markets and the 
prices fetched for the hindquarters 
which have to be sold in the trefa 
markets in competition with imported 
meat. 


The necessity for a solvent Board 
for Shechita must be of primary con- 
cern to all. The Board have been 
suffering from a loss of turnover, 
aggravated by the meat strike and the 
increase in the cost of meat since, 
which has forced the public to buy 
less meat each week. In the trefa ‘trade 
the public are able to avail themselves 
of cheaper frozen lamb and _ other 
imported medts when their butchers 
find English beef too dear for their 
customers purses. "We have seen that 
the situation has forced the Board for 
Shechita to increase their fees by ten 
per cent for revision in March. It is 
my conviction thap by then beef wiil 
be dearer than now, which may mean 
a further loss of weight turnover for 
the Board, which in turn would mean 
further: increases, for it must be 
remembered that it is to the lower and 
fixed income groups we must all look 
for our turnover. 


~ We have in London 200 kosher 
butchers, four wholesalers, and the 
Board for Shechita. The expenses 
alone of this vast distributing organisa- 
tion must be in the region of £12,000 
per week to be found from a mere 
240.000 Ib. of meat. This is Is, per Ib.

“to blacken the name of the Soviet 
Union,” has expelled him. This 
means that he will no longer be 
able to write for any publication in 
Russia. 

Now that Pasternak has also 
been expelled from the Soviet 


Translators’ Union, it is doubtful 


whether his translations of Shake- 
speare will be accepted for perfor- 
mances on the Russian _ stage. 
Most Soviet theatre managers will 
hesitate to use a translation, how- 
ever excellently done (as all Paster- 
nak’s renderings of Shakespeare 
have been), by a writer who is now 
denounced as a traitor to the Soviet 
Union. 

But whatever the merits of this 
outstanding novel of Tolstoyian 
dimensions, there is no doubt that 
Boris Pasternak will go down in 
history as the only author in post- 
Revolutionary Russia who dared, 
at the risk of his life, to speak the 
truth and to stand up to the rulers 
in the Kremlin. while still within 
their grasp. Even if one accepts 
the contention made by some of 
his Russian colleagues that ‘“ Doctor 
Zhivago’ does not really deserve 
the Nobel Prize, its author is fully 


worthy of this honour for the very. 


courage he has shown in remain- 
ing truthful to his principles 


Jewish Characters 


“Doctor Zhivago” is certainly 
not a Jewish book. But it. has 
much that is of Jewish interest, and 
many of its characters, such as Zal- 
kind, Schmulevich, Makidov and 
of the principal figures, 
Gordon, are Jews. There are 
many passages in the book which 
have a direct bearing on Jewish 
affairs in Russia before, during, and 
after the Revoiution. 
a good deal in its pages dealing 
with the Jewish people, their perse- 
cution in Russia under the Tsar, 
and also with Jewish philosophy. 

Pasternak writes: “In one of 


‘the villages a young Cossack sur- 


rounded by a happy crowd tossed 
a copper coin into the air and an 
old Jew with a grey beard and a 
long coat was supposed to catch 
it. The old man missed every 
time. The coin flew past his piti- 
fully outstretched hands and _ fell 
into the mud. The old man bent 
down to pick it up and the Cossack 
slapped his bottom. The onlookers 
held their sides and groaned with 
laughter. This was the point of 
entertainment. For the moment it 


was harmless, but no one could say —

Doctor Zhivago, who happened 
to pass by, stopped the Cossack 
from baiting the old man. But this 
scene gave rise to a discussion on 
the Jewish question which leads the 
author to express opinions of a 
truly assimilationist nature, 
Through one of his characters he 
asks, “why. all this voluntary 
martyrdom ? Who stands. to 
gain by keeping it going ? So that 
all these innocent old men, women, 
and children, all these clever, kind, 
humane people should go on. being 
mocked and beaten up throughout 
the centuries?” Why, he asks, 
don't the intellectual leaders of the 
Jewish people ever get 
facile Weltschmertz and irony ? 
Why don’t they dismiss this army 
which is for ever fighting and being 
massacred, nobody knows for 
what? Why don't they say to 
them: “ That’s enough. Stop now. 


Don't hold on to your idéntity, 


don't all get together in a crowd. 
Disperse. Be with all the rest. 
You are the first and best Chris- 
tians in the world. You are the 
very thing against which you have 
been turned by the worst and 
weakest among you.” 
This strange and startling philo- 
sophy is preceded by no less sur- 
prising theorising on the Gospels 
and the Kingdom of God—a theme 
which runs through the book and 
which is emphasised even more

dramatically in several of the lyri- 
cal verses in the Epilogue to 
Pasternak’s great novel. 

These assimilationist views, one 
would have thought, would fit in 
with the Soviet official attitude to 
its Jewish minority. Yet in view 
of Pasternak’s daring criticism of 
the consequences of the Bolshevik 
Revolution, which so incensed the 


Soviet authorities, it is doubtful 


whether his attitude to the Jewish 
question is merely. intended to 
reflect the prevalent Party line. 


World-Wide Sympathy 


Perhaps the explanatioh may be 
found, partly at least, in the fact 
that he is one of the leading 
humanist writers in the Soviet 
Union, and also that he was for 
many years a student at Hermann 
Cohen’s School of Philosophy at 
Mardurg University. He is, in the 
light of what I quoted above, cer- 


tainly far from following the lofty 


ideals of Judaism of his German- 
Jewish master. But there is some- 
thing his’ theorising which 


-reminds one of the national assimi- 


lation of which there was a good 
deal at the Mardurg School of 
Philosophy, and which Pasternak 
has obviously not forgotten. 

With all the pressure of the Party 
machine and Government against 
him, Boris Pasternak has — been 
compelled to reject the Nobel 
Prize. He is now a lonely man and 
all his original joy in being

that, having forced Pasternak to 
renounce the honour, the Kremlin

Also his 
own home in the neighbourhood of 
Moscow, in the so-called Soviet 
writers’ colony. By now he has 
probably also lost many of his 
friends who do not dare to support 


him openly in Pasternak’s hour of 
crisis. 

Although alone ip Russia, Boris 
Pasternak is by no means alone in 


the intellectual world. He has the 
sympathy of all who cherish free- 


dom and intellectual honesty. By 
forcing him to renounce the Prize 
the Soviet authorities have not 
diminished his stature in the eyes 
of the world. They have only 
brought shame on themselves.

The Council has now announced its | 


plan for the redevelopment of the 
Merrion Street area of the city as an 
enclosed shopping centre. In Merrion 
Street was, at One time, the Merrion 
Street -(Grunner) Synagogue till it 
was acquired by the Coroporation for 
street widening. Now, as the New 
Synagogue, it is part of the United 
Hebrew Congregation. And now the 
oldest synagogue in Leeds--the Great 
Synagogue, of Belgrave Street, built 
in 1860—is to be engulfed in this 
new commercial venture. It had 
been hoped that the Great Synagogue, 
also a constituent of the United 
Hebrew Congregation, would always 
remain as a monument to Jewish 
piety in the centre of town. But pro- 
gress demands otherwise. No other 
synagogue will then remain in the 
central area of Leeds. And in their 
turn, the synagogues of the Chapel- 
town area will be threatened by 
movement of population. 

A correspondent in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE stated some time ago that 
the movement of the Jewish popula- 
tion would be towards Wigton and 
Harewood. To Wigton it certainly is 
moving and there is talk—albeit, it is 
only talk--of a synagogue for the 
Alwoodley District. More important 
than such talk is, however, the frank 
discussions that are taking, place of 
further amalgamations of synagogues 
—not oniy the amalgamations of the 
smaller congregations with the larger

This volume is dedicated to the, 
memory of the late Professor E. L. 
Sukenik, and marks’ the tenth 
anniversary of his acquisition for 
the Hebrew University of part of the 
complete scrolls from Cave |. The 
contributors to it belong to various 
departments in the University, and 
while they sometimes express con- 
trary opinions, their studies taken as 
a whole may be regarded as charac- 
teristic of the approach of what the 
editors term the Jerusalem School in 
Scrolls research, 

There are ten contributions in all, 
on a variety of subjects. N. Avigad 
summarises, with illustrative charts, 
the present state of paleographical 
research on the scrolls. C, Rabin 
writes on the historical background of 
Qumran Hebrew. M. H. Goshen- 
Gottstein’s investigation of the phono- 
logical, morphological, and syntactical 
features of the scrolls leads him to 
conclude that Isaiah A is linguistically 
not typical of common Qumran tradi- 
tion but stands alone. Z. Ben-Hayyim 
argues that the linguistic tradition 
emerging from the scrolls is on the 
whole identical with that of the 
Samaritans, the scrolls tradition being 
an older type or prototype of the 
Samaritan. E. Y. Kutscher holds that, 
in so far as the Aramaic of the 
Genesis Apocryphon deviates from 


_“ Reichsaramiisch,” it approximates 


to the Aramaic of the Targums of the 


Onkelos type and to Christian 
Aramaic. On the basis of the 
language this document may _ be 


assigned to the first century B.C.E. 


Military Information 


On the date of the War Scroll, 
M. H. Segal holds a different’ view 
from Yadin. Whereas the latter 
identifies the Kittim with the Romans, 
and assigns the composition of the 
scroll to some date between B.c.F, 65 
and B.c.E. 4, preferably between the 
vears B.c.E. 47-30, Segal believes that 
the Kittim were the Seleucids, and 
that the scroll was composed during 
the reign of John Hyrcanus (B.c.k. 
135-04). The military information 
which it contains could have been 
taken by the author of the scroll from 
the contemporary Hasmonzan army. 


_ And if, as Yadin thinks, this informa- 
tion exhibits a Roman character, it 


could have been borrowed from the 
Romans by the Hasmonzan military 
chiefs.

which were more or Jess influenced by 
sectarian thought. Among the sub- 
jects he surveys are dualism of good 
and evil, predestination, election, the 
new covenant. and baptism. His final 
words are: “ Research on the Dead 
Sea Scrolls will never replace the 
study of Christian origins. but it will 
help us to understand some important 
aspects of early Christianity.” . 

lt has been possible to do no-more 
here than to indicate in brief terms 


something of the contents of this_ 


important volume. The contributions, 
which well illustrate the range of 
disciplines which research on the 
scrolls today embraces, are uniformly 
of very high quality and will compel 
the attention of workers in this field. 
This is the first occasion on which the 
Jerusalem School in Scrolls research 
comes’ before the learned world as a 
body. It is sincerely to be hoped that 
it will not be the last.

“The Tall Ship” is a book to be 
read and enjoyed by all lovers of the 
sea and lovers of humanity.

They were a pitiable cargo, from the 
girl of 15 and the two young boys 
to the elderly couple their 
eighties; but he badly needed the 
money to save his ship, so the hard- 
headed captain agreed. 


Aliya Bet 


On arrival.in Haifa, the British 
authorities refused to allow the state- 
less, passportless passengers to be 
landed. The captain was desperate. 
He wanted to be rid of them, to load 
some cargo and to get back to his 
normal sea-faring; but “he did not 
want them sent back to the degrada- 
tion from which they had come.” 


The story of how he was helped . 


financially by  charitable-minded 
people and journalists ; how he had 
to. “sell” his crew and train the 
refugees to man the sailing ship ; how 
they sailed half-way round the world 
in search of a land which would take 
them, is an adventure story of fascina- 
tion and interest.

SOUTH AFRICAN 
TALES 


A Long Way From London and 
Other Stories. By DAN JACOBSON. 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson. 15s.

Dan Jatobson’s prime interest is 
people—no matter what their colour, 
race, or creed—and these stories have 
the universal appeal innate in all 
studies of human relationships. : 
The fact that their setting is mainly 
in South Africa inevitably brings to 
the fore what we have come to 


‘describe as “the colour problem.” 


The author’s answer is not merely 
tolerance—which tends to smack of 
patronage—but rather understanding 
and recognition, and in this respect 
the white man is depicted as vastly 
inferior to his black neighbour. In 
the story of “The Zulu and_ the 
Zeide” for instance, far more 
brotherly love is shown by the young 
negro in his care for the Jewish 
grandfather, breaking thr -h all 
barriers of race and languaze, than 
by the white man in the tale “A 
Long Way From London,” who 
callously refuses help to a feliow- 
African, an alien in a strange land. 


Racial Problems 


Further complicating the delicate 
issues between white and coloured is 
the position of the Jew in South 
Africa. One would have thought that 
he above all people, with his tortured 
history of suffering and insult, would 
be chary of hurting the negro, but in 
the story “A Day in the Country,” 
the writer shows that it is just because 
the Jew is “different” that he ts 
afraid to underline his separateness by 
championing the persecuted. If he 
does not at least acquiesce in the 
victimisation, he himself will be 
marked down as the next victim. The 
fact that he feels guilt and shame at 
his own cowardice does not make the 
picture any prettier, but his self- 
knowledge is pe haps a milestone on 
the road to moral recqvery. 


Without preiching, the author 
makes his various points: — that 
violence breeds violence; that 


emotions are not the monopoly of 
any particular race or colour; that 
one cannot retreat from life: that 


children realise motive. simply 


lets the tale speak for itself so that 
the reader pays him the rare compli- 
ment of wanting to know. what 
happens to the characters outside the 
limits set by the short story. 

The clarity of Mr. Jacobson’s out- 
look is matched by his graphic 
phrasing. “ The insolence of wealth.” 
“the exhausted sky,” “the rash of 
new buildings,” “the yellow daze of 
space,” are only a few of the many 
expressions which heighten our 
awareness and draw us irresistibly into 
his world.

This volume of 81 Sephardi mcio- 
dies deserves the warmest possible 
we'come from all students of Jewish 
traditional melody, especially as it’ is 
hoped to be only the first of a series 
which will cover the field of Sephardi 


religious and secular folk music 
exhaustively. The editor, Léon 
Algazi, for many years synagogal 


choirmaster in Paris, has given most 
of his life to the collection and nota- 
tion of Jewish folk-song, and _ this 


book witnesses to his devoted and. 


careful work. It falls naturally into 
two parts: religious and popular 
songs, the majority of the former 
being set to Hebrew texts, while the 
latter retain the Spanish which con- 
tinued to be the language of Eastern 
Sephardi communities after the dis- 
persion from Spain, even in such 
distant places as Salonika and Turkey. 

This division results in a fascinat- 
ing study for the expert, just as the 
parallels and _ differences between 
Ashkenazi synagogal music and 
Yiddish folk-song, whether secular or 
sacred, present. their own highly 
interesting problems. In this volume, 
for instance, the songs of Bakashot 
again and again have phrasing, 
shakes, modes, and in general a melos 
closely akin to those of the more 
widely known Ashkenazi music group. 
It is evident that the synagogal tradi- 
tion, plus the Hebrew lingual influ- 
ence, has maintained its hold through 
the centuries in the Sephardi equally 
with the Ashkenazi 
though closer comparative study will 
surely reveal certain differences 
between the two groups. On the 
other hand, the folk-songs in Spanish 
are assimilated to the Spanish melos 
just as Ashkenazi folk-songs tend to 
acquire a Slavonic quality. 

The entire sphere of Jewish reli- 
gious and secular folk melody still 
calls for extensive and_ intensive 
‘investigation on the basis of the work 
done by such pioneers as Idelsohn, 
and, in his field, Algazi. This book 
provides further inestimable raw 
material for that study. And also, 
may we hope, new songs for Jewish 
folk-singers.

Need for Jewish Grammar 
School 


To the Editor of THe JEwtsH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,--May I congratulate you on 
the excellent article by Mildred 
Donbrow, in last Friday’s issue of 
your esteemed journal. Having had 
25 years’ experience in both secular 
grammar school education and 
Hebrew education, I agree with her 
that “many Jewish parents fail to 
realise what a good school really is.” 

It is not surprising that a Jewish 
parent whose son or daughter has 
qualified for entrance to a grammar 
school wishes them to obtain the best 
secular education possible. There are, 
however, guite a number of con- 
scientious Jewish parents who, at the 
same time, would like their children 
to acquire’ a sound knowledge of 
Jewish subjects and to» be educated in 
an atmospnere likely “to promote or 
nourish a healthy Judaism.” The 
many applications for admission to 
ihe new J.b.S. Secondary School in 
Camden Town are ample proof that 
Jewish parents prefer a Jewish school, 
which provides both secular and 
Jewish education. 

1 feel certain that the same ten- 
dency would prevail if a really first- 
rate Jewish Grammar school were 
established in the Metropolis, housed 
in a new and attractive building, with 
all the latest equipment required by 
un up-to-date grammar school. This 
school, which would have voluntary- 
aided status under a local authority 
from the very outset, would attract 


highly qualrtied Jewish teachers at 
present employed non-Jewish 


grammar schools. The secular educa- 
tion in such 2 Jewish grammar school 
would be of the very highest standard 
and, in addition, classical Hebrew, 


modern Hebrew, and religious know- 


ledge could be taken to the advanced 
level of the General Certificate of 
Education. Far segregating 
Jewish boys and girls, the curriculum 
and the atmosphere of this school 
would enhance their Jewish conscious- 
ness and pride and also foster a keen 
interest in public affairs. 

There is a real need for another 
Jewish grammar school, since the two 


existing voluntary-aided Jewish 
grammar schools cannot possibly 


accommod:‘e the large number of 
Jewish children eligible for a grammar 
school education and desirous’ of 
joining a good Jewish school. 

For the purpose of establishing this 
new school it will be necessary to 
create a Jewish Grammar 
Fund, and | feel confident that this 
worthy cause, the furtherance of 
higher education among Jewish boys 
and girls in London, will be widely 
supported by all the kind benefactors 
in our community.

she appears to mean the Church tradi- 
tion. of many of these schools; and 
secondly, because some aspects of 
tradition in the older schools —* the 
old school tie, a lethargic drawl. some 
specialised jargon, or the ghost of 
Lord So-and-So haunting the playing 
field ’—are not likely to contribute 
towards the making of a good Jewish 
citizen, | 

It is, of course, quite true that the 
majority of public schools have a 
strong Church tradition, which fully 
justifies the “quota” system that is 
generally followed, but I have never 
heard of a single case in. which any 
of these schools has tried to influ- 
ence the religious views of its non- 
Christian pupils. Furthermore, the 


Jewish Memorial Council — sends 
Jewish religious instructors every 


week to a large number of public 
schools—-usually during chapel hours 
on a Sunday morning—-and | know 
of at least one public school which 
only admits Jewish pupils on the 
understanding that they attend these 
classes ona Sunday morning! Asa 
result many teenagers continue their 
Jewish studies while away at school. 
whereas if they lived at home and 
went to local grammar schools they 
would be unlikely to do so. 

Mrs. Donbrow’s second ground, as 
to the uselessness of public school 
tradition, is in my Opinion completely 
false. To begin-with, does she really 
believe that this “tradition ” consists 
of the items she mentions ? The so- 
called “lethargic drawl” 
“specialised jargon” in fact 
exist in a minute proportion of public 
school boys; and as for “the old 
school tie” and “the ghost of Lord 
So-and-so haunting the playing field.” 
are we reafly to consider these objec- 
tions to the publie school in a serious 
light ? 


Surely the truth of the matter is that 


so long as... Jewish youth receives 
proper religieus instruction in the 
home, only good can follow from a 
public school: education. If we 
Donbrow’s advice and 
keep our children within what is 
unfortunately becoming the = social 
ghetto of the Jewish home, then 
surely the benefits of emancipation 
for which so many were fighting less 


than a hundred years ago are being 


thrown into the fire. The challenge 


of. today is to practise emancipation. 


—particularly in the social. field— 
without letting our Jewish— heritage 
suffer in any way. If we are afraid 
to participate in such a_ vital part 
of English life as the public school 


system, then, in my opinion, we are 


failing in our duty to our children 


and to ourselves.

THE PRIMROSE CLUB 


Reason For Closure 
To the Editor of THe JEwisu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In giving welcome publicity to 
the unfortunate closing of the Primrose 
Jewish Youth Club, your editorial 
note last week expresses the hope that 
the A.J.Y. will provide other facilities 
for the club’s former members. 

This is unfortunately more easily 
said than done. The Association has, 


of course, taken steps to ensure that 


members are notified of other club 
facilities in the locality, and it is 
hoped that in this way many members 
will be provided for. 
The. A.J.Y., -however, like the 
London Federation of Boys’ Clubs and 
the National Association of Boys’ 
Clubs, does not itself form clubs, but 
acts as a central body to organise 
competitive activities between _ its 
affiliates, to act as a training centre 
for managers, and to provide all kinds 
of guidance and other vital services. 
Primrose closed because voluntary 
leadership and management were not 
available to keep it open. The reason 
was not primarily financial as your 
editorial suggests, although this club, 
in spite of being situated in a wealthy 
part of London, had always had 
great difficulty in making ends meet. 
Most Jewish charities, in the last 
resort, can find the necessary funds to 
keep going. The problem of volun- 
tary leadership is far more intractable. 
Almost every club in the A.J.Y. 
suffers from the increasing difficulty in 
finding managers who will devote time 
and energy to maintaining the 
standard and activities of the clubs. 
The closing of Primrose is a .blow 
to the Jewish youth club movement in 
London which should not be under- 
rated. An event of this kind should 
bring home to young men and women 
the need for their help as managers. 
Give a club good management, and 
the money will always come. Without 
management, no amount of money 
will do any good at all.

GUARDIANS’ HOMES 


Convalescence Amenities 


To the Editor of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The Health and Convalescence 
Committee of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians would like to bring to the 
notice of the Jewish community some 
of the amenities offered by the Board 


with regard to convalescence and 


recuperative holidays, both for adults 
and for children. The Home for 
adults is the Samuel Lewis Convales- 
cent Home, Walton-on-the-Naze, 
Essex, and for children, the Anthony 
and Annie Muller Home and School, 
Broadstairs. 


Patients are admitted to the Samuel 
Lewis Home under the National 
Health Service Scheme on the recom- 
mendation of hospitals or family 
doctors. I would draw particular 
attention to the fact that it is the 
patient, or in the case of children, the 
parents of the patient, who should 
express the desire for admission to a 
Jewish convalescent home, when the 
application is first discussed. 

In addition to medical cases, we 
welcome those needing recuperation 
or a holiday, at such times when there 
is no waiting list for convalescent 
patients. 

With regard to 
Home, similar facilities are available 
for recuperation or holidays, but there 
are parents who are unaware that the 
Home is a_ boarding, open-air 
school for delicate children, admitted 
for long-term convalescence and 
education upon the recommendation 
of school medical officers. This is an 
extremely rewarding aspect of the 
work done at the Home. 


I would repeat that it is for the 


Jewish parent to make known to the 


authorities their wish for their child 
to be sent to a Jewish home. 

We hope that any members of the 
community encountering problems 


regarding convalescence, or seeking. 


any further information on either of 
these two Homes,: will get in touch 
with the Health and Convalescence 
Department, who will be happy to 
give them all the information avail-

ISRAEL AND DIASPORA 


Journalists Discuss 
Relationship 


By a JewtsH CHRONICLE Reporter 


Aspects of the relationship between 


Israel and the Diaspora were discussed . 


by five journalists—four of them 
Israelis—at a Hebrew “ Living News- 


paper held by the Education Depart-— | 


ment of the Jewish Agency and .the 
Brith Ivrith Olamith, at Hillel House, 
W.C.1, on Tuesday. Mr. Levi Gertner, 
Director of the Education Depart- 
ment, presided, 

The speakers were Mr. S. Gold- 
smith, and the following London 
correspondents of Israeli newspapers: 
Mr. D. Eshkol (LAMERHAV), Mr. H. 
Glickstein (DAvar), Mr. C. Joseph 
(AL HAMISHMAR), and Mr. S. Shamgar 
(YEDIOT ACHRONOT). 

Mr. Eshkol pointed out that the 
relationship was a critical problem 
for the Diaspora, but not so. critical 
for Israel. Israel was a State with 
all the attributes of a State, and those 
who lived there automatically con- 
tinued to be members of the Jewish 
nation ; but to continue to belong to 
the Jewish nation in the Diaspora was 
-a step which one took only after a 


personal decision, and was mainly in- 


contradiction to the surroundings 
in which one lived. 

Mr. Joseph stressed the importance 
of adopting the mpst effective means 
of interesting Jewish youth in life in 
Israel, and spoke of the part. which 
the Hebrew language, the Hebrew 


press, and Israeli art could play in 


the realisation of this object. 
Right to Criticise 


The relationship between Israel and 
the Diaspora, said Mr. Goldsmith, 
could and must be divided into three 
headings. The first was the right to 
criticise, upon which they must insist 
—after all, they criticised 
countries. The second was the right 
to have a say in the affairs of Israel, 
which they should not demand so 
long as they were not living there. 
The third was the mutual influence 
of the State and the Diaspora, In 
this respect. they did not pay sufficient 
attention to the mystic power of the 
State, which was the root force in 
Jewish life. 

Mr. Glickstein referred to a ten- 
dency in Israel for certain Jews to 
say: “I am a little better than the 
Jew in the Diaspora. Today I am his- 
torically more important than the Jew 
living in the Diaspora, and I have 
helped to create new values.” Mr. 
Glickstein deprecated such an attitude, 
which, he said, helped to create a 
partition between the Jews of Israel 
and of the Diaspora, —

Both Egypt and 
Syria broadcast regularly to Israel 
in Hebrew, and a station calling 
itself ““The Evangelical Voice of 
Tangier” is occasionally heard. 
For some years Tunis used to 
broadcast in Hebrew, as did, until 
1953, the Voice of America. Yiddish 
was a language favoured by East 
European stations, though today 
only France broadcasts specifically 
to Israel, while Rumania aims its 
transmissions principally at North 
America. The Yiddish broadcasts 
from Warsaw stopped abruptly, and 
without explanation, some months 
ago. Ecuador, whose Yiddish ser- 
vice is controlled by the World 
Radio Missionary Fellowship, has a 
daily transmission generally directed 
towards Europe. . 


Home Broadcasts 


Apart from. these’ broadcasts 
aimed at Hebrew- or Yiddish- 
speaking audiences abroad, there 
exist both Hebrew and Yiddish 
language broadcasts on the domestic 
services of various countries (as 
well as vernacular transmissions) 
aimed at Jewish populations. There 
exists a massive network of 
some twenty stations broadcasting 
approximately a. hundred hours 
weekly in Yiddish (though not in 
Hebrew) in the United States ; there 
is Yiddish broadcasting in Biro- 
Bidjan ; a Saturday half-hour spon- 
sored by the Argentine Israeli Insti- 
tute is broadcast in Buenos Aires, 
and a bi- weekly Hebrew and Portu- 
guese hour in Brazil. : 

In effect, however, the only 
station whose declared purpose is 
to broadcast to the modern Israeli 
listener a comprehensive Hebrew 
transmission with the object of 
encouraging friendship, mutual 
understanding, and the exchange of 
a wide range of fdeas is still the 
Hebrew Service of the B.B.C.

Pinch of Salt

who had gone to live in Sodom 

after parting from Abraham, too 
soon found out that he was living 
among wicked people. Legend tells 
us some of the evil things that the 
men of Sodgm, and Gomorrah did to 
wayfarers and travellers. 

According to one story, every guest 
who came to the inn was assured by 
the host that he had beds to fit every- 
one. How was this? It was not 
until they went to bed that they dis- 
covered the reason. Because if a 
man were too tall they cut off his 
limbs until he was short enough to 
fit the bed; and if he were too short 
for it they pulled and stretched the 
limbs until they’ were long enough. 
Other tales of cruelty were also told, 

After a while, travellers avoided 
these cities, but if some poor fellow 
did enter them he would’ be given 
gold and silver, but never any per 
course, they then took back for them- 
Selves the gold and silver which the 
poor man had not been able to spend 
on food. - 

In vain Abraham pleaded earnestly 
with God not to destroy the city,

which God promised to save if ony 


ten righteous men could be foun 
But alas! such a small number was 
not found and the cities were doomed 
to be destroyed. For the sake of 
Abraham, God showed His mercy 
towards Lot and spared his life. 


Beautiful Custom 


God sent three angels to Sodom to 
warn Lot of the city’s fate. "Now Lot 
had been brought up in the house of 
Abraham and learned from him the 
beautiful custom of showing hospi- 
tality to strangers. It was therefore 
natural that, as soon as he saw some 
strangers, he bade them turn aside and 
stay with him overnight. But his wife, 
knowing how the men of Sodom 
regarded newcomers, warned her 
husband: “If the townsfolk hear of 
it they will kill you.” 

Strangely enough, without any such 
intention it was the wife who 
betrayed the fact that they had 
guests. Her first thought was to pro- 
vide an appetising meal for the unex- 
pected guests. She at once busied 
herself wm preparation, when, to her 
amazement, she found she had insuf- 
ficient salt to cook the food. She 
ran to her neighbour and. asked: 
** Please lend me some salt.”” The neigh- 
bour, being inquisitive, answered: 
“How strange you have not supplied 
yourself with enough while it was 
daytime.” Lot’s wife did not think, 
as she replied: “We had enough 
salt for ourselves, but some guests 
came to the house and of course we 
need more for them.” :

SYMBOLS AND BADGES 


Continued 


Two weeks ago We mentioned the 
Zionist Movement in this series and 
briefly described its origins. We saw 
that the Zionist women’s societies had 
their own badges, and now we go on 
to deal with some youth movements 
attached to Zionism, 


One of the best known, which will | 


celebrate its 30th birthday next year, 
“the Builders.” The 
main part of its badge js a Hebrew 
letter “Beth,” made up of bricks, 


Signifying the society’s intention to 


build up the people and land of Israel. 
You will see also a Magen David, 


‘Council of Jewish 
Scouters 


Bachad Fellowship Bnei Akivah 


which is the Jewish people’s symbol, 
a part of the map of Israel, and a 
palm tree, which stands for upright- 
ness and honesty. Habonim’s motto 
is “ Al tikra banayich ela bonayich,” 
meaning “Call us not Thy children, 
rather Thy builders.” This is a phrase 
from the Talmud and the explanation 
given by Rabbi Chanina of a verse 
from Isaiah (liv, 13), “And all Thy 
children are knowledgeable of the 
Lord.” There is a farm training 
school for members of Habonim, the 
Eder Farm, in Sussex. 

The formal greeting for Habonim 
members, besides “Shalom,” is 
“Chazak veEmatz Be strong and 
of good courage "—which was an 
injunction used several times, as you 
will see in the Bible, by God to 
Joshua. This same greeting is used 
by other Zionist youth societies, 
including Hashomer Hatzair and 
Hanoar Hatzioni (the Junior Federa- 
tion of Zionist Youth), who both have 
a badge based on the famous inter- 
national Scout badge, the fleur-de- 
lys. Both these societies have a strong 
scouting basis. Behind the fleur-de- 
lys is the Magen David, and on the 
right-hand side are oak leaves (signi- 
fying courage), and on the left laurel 
leaves (signifying peace). 


Juniors belong to Akivah, whose 


an olive twig, scythe, and fork on 


Religious Zionism, Mizrachi, also 
has youth groups, appealing — to 
different ages. The Bachad Fellow- 
ship, whose purpose is religious 
education and agricultural and 
vocational training (they have a farm 
at Thaxted, Essex), has a symbol 
which jis self-explanatory: the Ten 
Commandments on a Magen David.

Above we refer to “Torah 
va Avodah”; this is the name of the 
former Young Mizrachi Organisation, 
for young people between 17 and 25. 
Its badge is synonymous with its 
name, a hammer showing behind the 
Tablets of the Law. 

Attached to the Zionist Federation 
of Great Britain is a general society 
for young people, the Federation of 
Zionist Youth (whose own junior 
section we have spoken about above). 
Their badge is the Magen David with 
the society’s initials, F.Z.Y., in the 
centre. 
_ Scouting, of course, which is men- 
tioned above, has nothing to do with 
the Zionist Movement, but is a com- 
pletely independent — international 
youth movement, although originally 
founded in England. It teaches 
young people, through outdoor and 
indoor activities, to be good citizens, 
faithful to their religion and. their 
country. There are several Jewish 
Scout troops (as well as Girl Guides) 
who are associated with the Council 
of Jewish Scouters.

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VISAS FOR EGYPTIAN JEWS 


Concession by State Department 


From a Correspondent 


According to reliable sources, about 
3,000 Egyptian Jews have registered 
to emigrate to the U.S.A. as a result 
of a decision by the State Depart- 
ment to grant visas to Jews from 
Egypt and Syria who wish to enter 
America. 


Some Stateless Jews who arrived in 
Paris ffom Egypt after the Suez crisis 
have, with the help of Hias, already 
gone to the United States, especially 
to Boston and California. Others are 
waiting in Paris, Brussels, and Italy 
for entry visas. They have already 
had their medical examination. 

Life for Jews in the United Arab 
Republic is reported to be getting 
increasingly difficult. Foreign firms 
are reluctant to employ Jews for fear 
of antagonising the authorities. So 
far no French Jew expelled by the 
Nasser Government since 1956 has 
obtained an entry visa to Egypt to 
regain control. of his sequestrated 
properties or business, as he is 
entitled to do under the recent 
Franco-Egyptian agreement signed in 
Ziirich. Nevertheless, the Egyptians 


have desequestrated two large shops_ 


belonging to Jews,-“ Benzion” and 
“Chemla,” but these shops are still 
under Egyptian management and 
their former Jewish directors are still 


in France, Each of the shops once 
employed over 300 Jews. They have 
now no Jewish personnel. 

The Chief Rabbi of Egypt, Rabbi 
Haim Nahoum, who was in Switzer- 
land last month to undergo an eye 
operation and who afterwards went 
to Paris on a private visit, is now back 
in Cairo. It is reported that while 
in Europe he was able to arrange with 
the headquarters of the Red Cross for 
the departure of a number of Jews 
wishing to emigrate to the U.S.A. or 
South America. 

The Egyptian authorities are putting 
no difficulties in the way of Jews wish- 
ing to emigrate other than insisting 
that they give up their Egyptian 
citizenship and be issued with Jaisser- 
passer documents. Jewish migrants 
are permitted to take with them up to 
£5,000 in Egyptian currency and also 
their personal effects. 

All Stateless Jews thus leaving 
Egypt on their way to the U.S.A, will 
go via Paris, where, during their short 
Stay, they will be helped by French- 
Jewish relief organisations and the 
Hias to proceed on their journey to 
America. 

It is estimated that about 13,000 
Jews are Now living in Egypt, mostly 
in Cairo and Alexandria, of whom 
7,000 hold Egyptian citizenship. . The 
others are in the main Italian, Greek, 
and Spanish nationals.

RUSSIAN BOOK ON 
ISRAEL 


Tool of Imperialism ”

A book on Israel—the first pub- 
lished jn Russia—has been issued in 
Moscow by the Soviet Government 
publishers political subjects, 
Gospolitizdat.

“towards the Sinai adventure,” “ the 
continuation of the old line,’ Israel 
and the events in the Lebanon, 
Jordan, and Iraq, the roots of Israel's 
foreign policy, the internal situation 
in the State, “false conception and 
theory,’ ‘unique character,’ and 
“where it leads.” 

It is presumed that the object of 
the book is further to denigrate Israel 
in the eyes of Russian Jewry. The 
anti-Israeli articles written after the 
visit of Russian-Jewish tourists to 
Israel and the charges against the 
behaviour in the Moscow synagogue 
of members of the Israeli Embassy 
in Moscow were part of this campaign.

place in the small Jewish town of 
Ciechanow. Hersh Pinko, who last 
week claimed one zloty (4d.) symbolic 
damages from Koch for the death 
of his 70-year-old grandmother, 
described how, on Koch’s instructions, 
a Jewish boy was ordered to hang his 
own father. 

During a search in the home of a 
local Jew named Kleniec, the Gestapo 
discovered. that he had hidden a Sefer 
Torah, and for this they ordered him, 
to be hanged. They took him to the 
market place and commanded his 
young son to put the rope around his 
father’s neck. The son _ naturally 
refused and was terribly beaten in

front of the whole Jewish community 
who were forced to witness this scene. 
When blood was streaming down the 
boy’s face his father begged him to 


carry out the execution, but he still - 
refused. Finally, the Gestapo forced | 


the boy to put the rope around his 
father’s neck. The Gestapo then 
kicked away the wooden. bench on 
which the father was standing. 
Another atrocity committed in the 


same little town in front of all the 


Jews, who were later executed, was 


the public hanging of five Jewish 
‘elders because the doors of their 
“ quickly 


houses were not opened 
enough ” when the Gestapo knocked. 


One of the victims shouted during 


the execution: “I am dying, but 
Hitler, too, will meet his tragic end.” 

Koch, who has been in a Polish 
prison since 1950, when was 
handed over by the British military 
authorities in Germany, seems. sur- 
prised that he is being tried. He 
maintains that he was handed over 
only because, before the war, he had 
cancelled orders for products of the 
Unilever Company, “ and,.as a result, 
they had losses amounting to 
millions.” After his arrest in 1949, he 
alleged, it was the Unilever Company 
who brought about his extradition to 
Poland.

_ JERUSALEM 
A warning that any public discus- 
sion on possible Israeli reaction to 
any hypothetical situation arising 
from the disintegration of Jordan 
would cause the gravest possible 
harm was given by Mr. Ben-Gurion, 
the Israeli Premier, on Wednesday.
